Commission’s Inventory in 
Union Electric’s Hands; 
Figures Denied Public. 


a ne 
At a hearing Tuesday by the Public 
Service Commission in the City Hall 
it developed that the commission’s in- 
ventory of the tangible property of the 
Union Electric Light and Power. Co., 
which the commission has refused to 


make public, is in the hands of the 
light monopoly.' The Union Hlectric has 
had possession of the figures two weeks, 
having obtained them before the hear- 
ings began. ; 

These facts became known when for- 
mer Judge Henry §8.

appearance is suggestieve of menace in 
time of fire and panic. 

“In the Laclede Schcol there are long 
flights of twenty-four old time wooden 
stairs coming down close to the front 
and rear entrances like an inverted V. 
For the next floor is simply another 
inverted V above this one. In other 
words ‘every stair in the three story 
building is at the mercy of a single 
breakdown or fire or accident, and the 
heating apparatus is in the basemnt. 

“A crush is liable to break through or 
‘ollapse these steep and ancient stair- 
ways. They have, already been braced 
by huge props on the first and second 
floors. There is a tiny office room be- 
tween the foot of the front stairs and 
the front door, which might serve as a 
trap in case of a rush.” 

Upon complaint of Building Commis- 
sioner Smith, following the .Coillinwood 
disaster, the Fire Prevention. Bureat 
compelled the Board of Education to 
have all the unnecessary combustible 
material removed from the basements 
of the buildings. 

“I think on four different occasions,’’ 
said Smith, “it has been necessary for 
the Fire Prevention Bureau to take the 
matter in hand and compel the Board 
of Education to see to it that combusti- 
ble materials were not placed in the 
Lasements of these buildings. It ts es- 
sential that precautionary. measures be 
taken to prevent fires. 

“If it is true that the basements are 
again filled with combustible materials 
such negligence is inexcusible, and I 
shall again direct the attention of Chief 
Henley of the Fire Bureau to the condi- 
tions complained of." 

Miss Reese says the only inkvidiies to 
the tubular fire escapes in the Central 
High school bulldings are in the wash 
rooms.

Judge Taylor Warns Easter 
Bonnet Wearers to Be 


Careful of Points. 


Though St. Louis has no law, like 
Chicago’s newly adopted one, regulating 
the length of hatpins, women here must 
be careful about the length of the pins 
and about the direction in which they 
are turned, because any man who is 
hurt by one of them can recover dam- 
ages from the wearer in a lawsuit. 

Former Judge Daniel G. Taylor ut- 
tered this warning to young women in 
a lecture at the Y. W. U. A. Monday 
night, his subjéct being ‘“‘Laws Pertain- 
ing to Women.” 

Women have all the advantage under 
the laws of most states, the former jur- 
ist declared. Usage and sentiment ‘make 
the advantage complete. 

“It is always the wife who obtains 
alimony,” said the speaker. “I have 
never known of the husband’s getting 
alimony in this country. The Castel- 
lane-Gould contract was made under 
Paris laws. 

“The husband is still the legal head 
of the family. It mus‘: have a legal 
head, and ‘he still occupies that position, 
but most of his rights have been swept 
away, while his obligations remain. 

“He is under the legal obligation to 
support his wife ana children. This is 
irrespective of his means or his capacity 
for work. The wife is under no such 
obligation. 

“The wife may will all her property 
away from her husband, but the hus- 
band may not will his property away 
from the wife. 

“A woman, so long as she remains 
single, is not restricted in any way. 
When married, she is under some few 
restrictions, due to the old idea that 
she might be dominated by the husband. 
For this reason she is prohibited in 
many states from holding fiduciary po- 
sitions. But she has the right to own 
land, to enter into contracts and to re- 
cover damages for injuries.” 

Women, the speake> said, could law- 
fully engage in any - ere cuca except 
tending bar. 

In defending men against an tmputa- 
tion sometimes made against them, he 
said that few men marry for money. 
‘tne privilege and duty of caring for the 
wife, he said, are almost instinctive 
feelings with men, and the masculine 
nature is offénded by the thought of 
anything which may disturb this priv- 
llege.

taxes on $17,000,000 worth of property in Macon

The point was raised in the case of Arthur 
Huidekopér, who says the unfair equalization has 
i prevented him from realizing on Macon County 
bonds in his possession. He said in his petition 
that the assessed valuation of the county was 
$8,270,123, pnd the real value $25,000,000. Gov. 
Hadley and State Treasurer Cowgill were over- 
ruled as to the Macon County assessment by their 
fellow members of the Board of Equalization, 
Gordon, Major and Roach. 

The result was the inequitable assessment as 
to Macon County of which the Court said; 

In so actirig they certainly did not stand for the 
State of Missouri. A sovereign State must be pre- 
sumed to be willing that its laws shall be obeyed. 
Through its laws it spoke to its servants—command- 
ed thenmr to do something. Certainly those servants 
by their acts of disobedience do not stand for the 
State. 

Cutting down an assessment by $17,000,000 or 
‘Tess ‘is plainly enough not only tax dodging by 
‘wholesale, but tax dodging in its most vicious 
} form. It is not for selfish gain but for political 
}effect. It saddles on the innocent and honest an 
undue and finjust share of taxation and deprives 
them of all right of appeal. 

It is the judicial determination of a point for 
which the Post-Dispatch has contended year after 
year. Assessments in the State must be equalized, 
not merely “fixed.” Equalization is a misnomer; 
80 per cent here, 50 per cent there and 70 per cent 
of the real value somewhere elsc is not equaliza- 
tion. 

To such juggling of assessments John P. Gor- 
don, who wants tax dodgers summarily jailed, 
has been adjudged a party by the United States 
Court of Appeals. Where rich men have tried to 
avoid taxes on thousands, he and his associates 
wielded their power to prevent the collection of 
taxes on miilions. If Mr. Gordon counsels the 
penitentiary for ordinary tax dodgers, what will 
he advise for the members of the Board of Equal- 
ization who, the Court says, “by their acts of dis- 
obedience do not stand for the State?’

CANADIAN CITIES. 

Reports showing the increase of building per- 
mits granted during the past year in 30 Canadian 
cities, have been made by Consul Abram E. Smith 
of Victoria. They exhibit an extraordinary activ- 
ity in the building trades, and if they can be tak- 
en as evidences of an increase of population as 
well as of wealth, they .how an urban growth in 
the Dominion fully equal to that going on in the 
agricultural districts. 

Statistics of some of the principal cities, re- 
duced to round numbers, are these: Building per- 
mits in Ottawa increased from $1,794,000 in 1908, 
to $4,527,000 in 1909. In Montreal from $5,062,000 
to $7,783,000. In Toronto from $11,795,000 to ‘$18,- 
200,000. In the western provinces the growth ‘was 
even greater. Winnipeg rose from $5,513,000 to 
$9,226,000. Moose Jaw from $430,000 to $1,107,500. 
Saskatoon from $115,000 to $1,002,000. Vancouver 
from $5,960,000 to $7,258,000. Fort William from 
$1,560,000 to $2,970,000. Victoria from. $1,130,000 
to $1,673,000.
